2. The Vice-Chairman noted that only 25 % of the production commitments 
for January had been met during the first three weeks of the month. He expressed 
concern over this low production since the revised production schedule which 
went into effect on 1 January 1952 was supposed to be in line with agency 
capabilities. In a general discussion of the production situation it was brought 
out that this low production was due chiefly to delays encountered in the final 
review and reproduction of NIS materials. The members indicated that there 
should be considerable improvement in production during the coming week, but 
it appears that NIS production for January will fall far short of the goal set 
in the revised schedule.

5. The Vice-Chairman reported on his meeting with the Chairman of the 
Petroleum Subcommittee of the EIC relative to the question raised by this 
Subcommittee as to the advisability of producing Supplement V (Petroleum) 
for NIS 26 (USSR) at this time.
